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SIXTH SUNDAY AFTER 
PENTECOST—INTROIT 
OF THE MASS. 


To those who 
frequent explanations, the INTROIT 
of the Mass each day is the first 
prayer read by the priest after he 
ascends the Altar and goes to the 
large book, or Missal, at the right of 
the Altar, This first prayer is the 
key to the spirit of the Church. By 
“key” we mean the INTROIT of the 
Mass tells us whether the Mass is one 
of joy or sadness, of triumph or of 
thanksgiving or of petition. The 
spirit expressed by the Introit is car- 
ried on all through the Mass and the 
Divine Office said by the priest. 

Today’s Introit, for instance, teaches 
us what goes to make up the courage 
of a true Christian. . It shows his 
Faith in God’s power, which is always 
ready to help him, and the conviction 
of his own nothingness, which keeps 
man from all presumption. Here: are 
the words of the Introit: 

“The Lord is the strength of His 
people, and the Protector of the sal- 
vation of His Christ; save, O Lord, 
Thy people, and bless Thine inheri- 
tance, and govern them forever. To 
Thee, O Lord, will I cry out: O my 
God, be not silent, refuse not to an- 
swer me, lest I become like those who 
descend into the pit.” 

If you read that Introit several 
times and try to get the full meaning 
of the Royal Psalmist’s prayer, you 
will realize that sin, which separates 
the soul from God, is always folly and 
weakness. Poor fallen soul! Out of 
the depths of humility the soul cries 
out to God, “Be not silent, refuse not 
to answer.” The repentant soul can 
look up through her tears and still 
hope, as long as God deigns to hear 
and to answer and to @ave. Do you 
see the value of Faith in God, and 
confidence in His mercy?
